C hitflgo Slate UnindljiaL-ktrsiL-ktl ’Wednesday from, u plan tatulfcot beys 
ln>ni faculty ajirisiaffi™^ instead atu)Qundng l 1 i:ll irwoul^ talcc an 
inventory of keys that might have to be collected should layoffs be necessary amid 
the state’s financial crisis. 


Administrator Aleshia Renee Terry had 
asked deans on Monday to begin collecting 
keys “as soon as possible,” the Chicago Tri- 
bune reported. The school said the move was 
necessary to protect state property 

“Every key must be collected including 
master keys and special lock keys,” she wrote. 
“We are attempting to complete the key col- 
lecting process by April 4.” 

However, university spokesman Tom 
Wogan said the key request was “clarified” in 
a meeting that university President Thomas 
Calhoun held Wednesday with administrators 
to discuss the key request. 

“There was some confusion over what the 


directives were,” said Wogan, who previously 
acknowledged that the university may need to 
“execute a significant number of layoffs at the 
end of April.” 

The university on Chicago's South Side 
has been at risk of running out of money as 
Illinois’ public colleges and universities have 
waited since July for state funding held up by 
the budget standoff in Springfield. 

The campus in February sent notices of 
potential layoffs to all 900 employees and de- 
clared a financial emergency Calhoun elimi- 
nated spring break and announced the semes- 
ter will end April 28 instead of May 13 for its 
roughly 4,500 students.

ears tailgaters had better be prepared to call a pregame audible. 

If the plans for the Lucas Museum of Narrative Art move forward, 

1,500 tailgating spots in the South Lot would be scattered to other 
locations, including a proposed five-story parking garage west of Lake Shore Drive, 
according to an agreement between the Bears and the Chicago Park District. 



The proposed garage would have the same 
parking total as the South Lot, which is tick- 
eted for the bulldozer if the museum project 
moves forward. But only 386 spaces on the 
top deck would be available for tailgating, ac- 
cording to the agreement. 

Half of the remaining tailgating spots are 
planned for the so-called “event prairie” space, 
a grassy and landscaped area proposed south 
of the museum facility The others would be 
distributed among other lots and garages. 

While the garage is being built, tailgaters 
would be directed to alternate sites, including 
a gravel lot on Northerly Island (180 spots), 
the former Michael Reese Hospital site (256), 


the 31st Street West Lot (153) and the Hutchin- 
son tennis area in southern Grant Park (232). 

Plans for a museum south of the Bears’ sta- 
dium showcasing “Star Wars” creator George 
Lucas’ traditional and digital art collection re- 
main in limbo because of an ongoing federal 
lawsuit. But if construction were to start— a 
judge may rule on whether to lift a standstill 
order at the site next month— the Bears have 
worked out preliminary contingency plans for 
affected fans. 

The agreement, officially an amendment 
to the existing permit and operating pact 
between the team and the Park District, in- 
cludes schematic diagrams for the proposed 


garage and provides a snapshot of how a sec- 
tion of the park grounds would be repurposed 
for game day tailgating if the museum project 
ever materializes on the lakefront. 

The new parking structure, to be funded 
by the Park District through $40 million Lu- 
cas has pledged for alternate parking, must 
be available for patrons within 18 months of 
either the start of construction, the date the 
South Lot becomes unavailable or when the 
Park District secures the money for the proj- 
ect. The Park District owns Soldier Field and 
the land slated for the Lucas museum. 

The Bears emphasize in the document 
that they will not pay for anything related to 
the new parking garage. The agreement also 
states that if construction begins anytime af- 
ter Aug. 1 of any year, the Park District “at its 
own expense and at no expense to the club” 
must provide 1,500 parking spaces during 
game days. 

The parking structure would be built im- 
mediately west of Lake Shore Drive, a site 
that is currently a road, a bus turnaround and 


a vacant parking lot. The space is wedged in 
between the roadway and the Metra Elec- 
tric train tracks, south of 18th Street and the 
nearby Metra platform station. The design 
connects to McCormick Place and includes 
logistics for fans to proceed under the exist- 
ing 18th Street underpass, below Lake Shore 
Drive, east toward Soldier Field. 

The original operating agreement between 
the Bears and the Park District was created 
in 2001 during planning for reconstruction 
of the historic stadium. The Bears said the 
Lucas museum “and other related proposed 
improvements to the parkland infringe on 
the club’s rights” under the initial agreement, 
leading to the additional document. The es- 
sential elements of the document become 
moot if the Lucas museum isn’t built. 

The “game day parking” chart states that 
6,491 parking spots currently are available in 
the lots and garages near Soldier Field, with 
3,161 available for tailgating. The temporary 
parking plan calls for nearly the same amount 
of tailgating spaces, with 200 more spaces 






available if the museum and the event prairie 
are built. 

And it also codifies the process for use of 
the planned, landscaped “event prairie” south 
of the Lucas museum building. On Bears 


game days, the green space would be avail- 
able for 560 fan vehicles, all of which could 
tailgate. 

The agreement also details how fans would 
access the parking structure in their vehicles, 


then walk to the stadium. The plans call for 
Bears fans to use a pedestrian underpass near 
1 8th Street to safely reach the stadium. There 
is no pedestrian bridge above the expressway 
included in the plans. 

The Lucas museum proposal calls for a 
3 00,0 00 -square-foot museum building on 
17 acres owned by the Park District, south of 
the stadium and north of McCormick Place. 
The museum has the approval of the Chicago 
City Council, the Plan Commission and the 
Chicago Park District, which has entered an 
agreement to lease the land near Lake Michi- 
gan at a cost of $10 for 99 years. 

The parks preservation group Friends of 
the Parks is suing to block the project at its 
proposed location, arguing it violates the 
state’s public trust doctrine, benefits Lucas 
more than city residents and tarnishes the 
lakefront. A federal judge has allowed the 
lawsuit, filed in November 2014, to move for- 
ward. No construction can take place until a 
judge lifts a court order and a series of admin- 
istrative building permits are secured.
